The pledges were followed 
by a brief aerial dog fight and an 
exchange of border fire Thursday. 
Then quiet prevailed. 
E gpt was said 
to have given 
further assurances that 
she has 
pulled Arab com m andos out of Is­ 
rael. Israel accused the radiers of 
killing 14 and wounding 32 in the 
past week. 
H am m arskjold. who is expected 
to spend a month conferring with 
Arab Israel leaders, is scheduled 
to push on to Israeli M onday after 
a weekend of staff work a t Beirut.

the total and also add to the debt 
and the interest. 
A point made by Herbert Hoover 
himself should guide the thinking 
of the Administration, 
the Con­ 
gress. and the general public to­ 
ward the Commission s reports. He 
said: “Our job is to show a safe 
road to a balanced budget . . . 
But over and above 
even that, 
many of these reports spell out 
ways to strengthen the foundations 
of the Republic.”

cards or to offer other false infor­ 
mation in order to buy beer il­ 
legally, but that is only a part of 
the picture. We need continuing 
action against any tavern which 
becomes a rendezvous for 
high 
school youngsters, and we don’t 
appear to have scratched the surf­ 
ace there. 
The hundreds of hours which the 
police have put in on this problem 
ought to have brought more results 
tha nhave been apparent. There 
appears to be far too little action 
in the prosecution of city liquor 
cases. Instead of cleaning up the 
taverns and getting the high school 
youngsters out of them, the city 
seem s to be filing the cases away 
and eventually bringing them be­ 
fore the city council for license 
suspension action. We don’t be­ 
lieve the council ought to take over 
individual cases of law enforce­ 
ment in the field of beer sales vio­ 
lation any more than they would 
take over traffic cases or automo­ 
bile thefts. The cases ought to go 
to court and be disposed of immed­ 
iately, not filed away somewhere 
in a drawer. It’s against the law 
to sell beer to minors and if the 
police have a case, 
prosecution 
should be fast and sure. If the 
council then see? fit to take furth­ 
er action, that is within its domain. 
The do-nothing attitude of the 
sheriff’s office with regard to the 
taverns has become notorious, and 
the county prosecuting 
attoftiey 
and the county court should see 
that there is action on that front. 
Our growing population in the area 
around Columbia is changing the 
picture of law enforcement needed 
there, and the county ought 
to 
change its methods of operation to 
meet these needs. If the sheriff 
needs more manpower, he ought to 
have it, but he ought to see that 


it is used to clean up the taverns, 
aid in enforcement o ftraffic laws, 
and perform other duties for which 
there is need in thickly populated 
areas. 
Perhaps the most effective long 
range measure for control of the 
taverns, both inside the city and 
outside, would be frequent visits 
to them by the police and by the 
sheriff and his deputies. There’s 
nothing more apt to reform a traf­ 
fic violator than the frequent sight 
of a highway patrol car on the 
road. We doubt that there s a l l ­ 
thing more likely to keep teenagers 
out of the beer tavern boots than 
frequent visits by police officers 
and sheriff’s deputies. 
Enforcement of the liquor laws 
isn't easy, but neither is it as diffi­ 
cult as it seems, and it wouldn't 
be very difficult to bring to a halt 
some of the dangerous things that 
now are being done in Boone Coun­ 
ty.—Columbia Daily Tribune.

As I start to write, I get this ques 
tion, what is a Balanced Farming 
Association? A short answer would 
be t.hat it is a group of farmers or­ 
ganized together to make the best 
possible use of Balanced Farming 
Methods in the successful opera­ 
tion of their farm s. 
This in turn 
raises the question, what is Balanc­ 
ed Farming? Briefly stated Balan- 
ed Farming is a term applied to a 
system of farm management that 
the’ latest and best new farm prac­ 
tices adapted to the operation of a 
given farm in order that the opera­ 
tor may secure the highest possible 
net income from that farm. 
T h e 
idea of a Balanced Farming Asso­ 
ciation orginated in Carroll Omn- 
ty several years ago. A group of 5 
farm ers had the idea that t h e y 
would be glad to put up S50.00 each 
towards the employment of a Coun­ 
ty Agent who would devote his en­ 
tire time to those 50 farmers to aid 
in getting Balanced Farm manage­ 
ment principles into operation. 
The idea has since spread to pra- 
tically all of the major agricultur­ 
al counties of the state and some 
counties having more than one as­ 


sociation. The plan has also attrac 
ed nation wide attention and is now- 
being used in more or less modi- 
fined forms in many of the mid- 
western states. 
In Mississippi County the mem­ 
bership is limited to 40 farm ers at 
the present time. 
Although j u s t 
now the Association needs a f e w 
more members to reach this num­ 
ber.

The five lines released are Mo.

and B 41. A brief description of 
each shows that Mo. 1W is a 
white dent corn with a white 
cob, Mo, 21R and Mo. 22 are 
both 
chalky 
white, 
flinty-type 
white cob lines, Mo. 3 is a yel­ 
low dent, and B 41 is a yellow 
dent with a red cob. The last 
named line is released by per­ 
mission of the Iowa Agricultural 
Experiment Station. 
Missouri corn producers bene­ 
fit indirectly from the release of 
these inbred lines since they are 
used in the development of new 
hybrids.

veloped by the cooperative corn 
breeding 
project 
between 
the 
United States Department of Ag­ 
riculture and the Missouri Ex- 
oeriment Station with the aid of 
grants by the Quaker Oats Com­ 
pany and the seed division of the 
Missouri Farm ers Association.

Many young folks could be dis­ 
couraged in the goal to be pro­ 
gressive farmers if they should 
have an early loss resulting in 
depletion of a good part or maybe 
ail of their savings. That was the 
thought in mind when Farm Bu­ 
reau leaders developed the Live­ 
stock Club Policy. 
The Livestock Club Policy pro­ 
vides that regardless of how the 
animal should die or be killed 
the FFA or 4-11 member will re­ 
cover the amount of his or her 
investment. 
Since the plan is to encourage 
the young people in the ways of 
a farmer, the policy is afforded 
at cost, without commissions or 
any other payments to individuals 
for handling this business. Ac­ 
tually, for the past several years, 
the Farm Bureau Insurance Ser­ 
vices have afforded this cover­ 
age at a small loss, just because 
they realize the importance of 
' keeping young people interested 
in modern farming. 


The School Safety Patrol, the Boys with White 
Belts and Badges, Are Doing a Fine Job, Say Parent- 
Teachers and Other Equally Appreciative Groups 


In recent meeting of parent- 
teachers and other civic groups, 
the opinion has been frequently 
expressed that more 
recognition 
should be given to a group of 
young Sikeston boys who demon­ 
strate their good citizenship by 
looking out for the safety of their 
classmates and smaller children. 
These are the boys, with the 
white 
belts 
and 
badges, 
the 
“School Safety Patrol.” With the 
support of parents and the su­ 
pervision of teachers, they have 
helped Sikeston establish a school 
safety record of which few cities 
can boast. However, seeing that 
children get across streets safely, 
is only one of their duties. 
They assist bus drivers (as bus 
patrols) 
in keeping 
noise and 
movement to a minimum, giving 
drivers every opportunity to hear 
and see other moving vehicles or 
trains. They work closely with 
teachers and principals in seeing 
that dangerous practices by chil­ 
dren while at play arc investigat­ 
ed and corrected. 
They are also alert to those who 
litter the playgrounds with pa­ 
per or deface school 
property. 
These are but a few of the ways 
in which these “good citizens” 
help make 
citizenship 
training 
workable. 
There are Safety Patrols in ev­ 
ery state. Last fall vSikeston Pa­ 
trol Boys were shown a film and 
hoard a talk by a state official. 
The state furnishes 
the 
bolts, 
badges, and certificates of ser­ 
vice. The yellow raincoats and 
caps are furnished by the Ki- 
wanis Club. These boys work with 
the local police force and stand 
on duty at dangerous crossings 
near schools — regardless of the 
weather. 
These Safety Patrol boys are se­ 
lected by their teachers. In most 
cases the selection is based on 
scholastic achievement, but in a 
few cases boys are placed on the 
patrol because the teacher feels 
they will benefit by the training. 
Each upper grade room in each 
school selects boys of their room 
to serve on a given day in each 
week. 
On this 
particular day 
these boys give up most of their 
‘play tim e’ and devote themselves 
to tho safety of other children __ 
then on all other days they take 
their place among the other chil­ 
dren who are playing and thus 
become the responsibility of the 
patrol boys who are on duty. 
It is quite likely that if a poll 


were taken to determine the most 
useful and 
outstanding 
student 
organizations in the 
elementary 
schools, the School Safety Pa­ 
trol would certainly rank 
with 
the highest. 
In the past few years, the po­ 
lice department and local thea­ 
tres have shown their apprecia­ 
tion of the work of these boys 
by inviting them to a free movie.
